MORLEY — Who was 
i 
Robert W. Beverley? 
Some of the answers have 
been disclosed. Many may go 
unanswered unless someone has 
documented proof of his life's 
history. 
What is true, however, Is that 
there was a Sir Robert 
W. 
Beverley, who spent five years 
in and around Morley, and has 
been burled In the old grave­ 
yard at the north edge of the 
town. 
The story has it that he was 
an English nobleman, and came 
to America, around 1890. He had 
been in America for several 
years, and traveled the length 
of many railroad lines, before 
he reached Morley. This was his 
final home. 
Why he came to Morley was 
accidental but it was while he 
made his home here that he 
divulged a little of his back­ 
ground. A few remarks were 
passed on by those, who knew 
him, to their children. No of­ 
ficial letter or document has 
come to light. 
The late Lewis Hunter knew 
Sir Robert Beverley and re­ 
lated to his son, L. Ward Hunt­ 
er, who operates a garage, In­ 
formation that gives a partial 
account 
of the life of this 
widely traveled Englishman. 
He was once a high official 
In the British government. As to 
the exact office he held this has 
not been disclosed but it was 
learned that he had been de­ 
feated. To escape his political 
enemies, he sailed for Ameri­ 
ca, and brought with him only 
the material 
belongings that 
he could carry, and whatever 
wealth he was able to bring. 
It is known that he was fi­ 
nancially well off, as he lived 
for five years In the Majestic 
Hotel in Morley, enjoying com­ 
fort of the hostelry. It was 
learned that he had many deal­ 
ings with a bank In Chicago, 
111., where it is believed he had 
established a rather large ac­ 
count. 
How he came to remain in 
Morley, has been told by his 
close friends, long since de­ 
ceased. He traveled on many 
railroad lines, 
from the east 
coast to the Mississippi river, 
and would change from one to the 
other, in an effort to lose his 
identity from his former poli­ 
tical foes. 
He arrived here on the old 
St. Louis Iron Mountain (later 
the Frisco) and old Houck Rail­ 
road. He checked In the Majestic 
Hotel, 
which 
became 
his 
permanent and final home. 
Sir Robert, as he was known 
around Morley, and quite well 
by close friends, was tall, well 
dressed and a free spender. He 
had one weakness. He was a fre­ 
quent visitor at places that 
served spirits, but he held the 
respect of townspeople 
who 
knew him. 
Who knows, Sir Robert may 
have been a member of parlia­ 
ment. 
Unless someone can come up 
with a conflicting version of 
the early background of Sir Rob­ 
ert in England, old citizens of 
this once largest city In Scott 
county, can claim to having a 
man of nobility burled In their 
own graveyard. 
The tombstone is proof that 
Sir Robert W, Beverley 
Is 
buried here, and reached the 
age of 74 years, one month 
and 22 days. The maker of the 
monument, 
James 
Douglas, 
Chester, 111., is also inscribed 
on the stone. 
Who was placed In charge of 
the burial, or what kind of a 
will was left by Sir Robert, may 
never be learned. 
If, however, anyone in the area 
can shed any light on this former 
citizen it would be welcome.

A FOURTH OF JULY IRONY 
Supporters of the Mississippi Freedom Dem­ 
ocrat Party assert that the House Administra­ 
tion Committee must act by Monday (July 5) 
on a challenge to the seating of the Mississippi 
House delegation elected in 1964. 
THE FOURTH OF JULY is Independence Day 
in the United States and the Republic of the 
Philippines. It is the birthday anniversary of 
Calvin Coolidge (1872), Stephen Foster (1826), 
and Louis Armstrong (1900). By a trick of the 
calendar and the rules of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, it is deadline for action by the 
House Administration Committee on a challenge 
to the seating of the Mississippi House delega­ 
tion. 
For a number of reasons the committee will 
not act. House Clerk Ralph R. Roberts has 
been 
reluctant, to say the least, to print 
depositions submitted to him on May 17 by the 
M ississippi 
Freedom 
Democratic 
Party 
(MFDP). These in the normal course of events 
would be submitted to the Administration Com­ 
mittee, which would study the challenge and make 
recommendations to the full House. 
The MFDP and liberal Democrats, including 
the influential Democratic Study Group, have 
urged Roberts to print the 650 depositions — 
running to more than 15,000 pages. Roberts on 
June 27 said he was “ still considering” how 
much to print of the depositions, most of which 
have been improperly drawn and did not meet 
the requirements for a contested election. Chal­ 
lenges are required to be acted upon 
by the 
committee within six months of the day the ses­ 
sion is convened. 
The betting on Capitol Hill is that few if any of 
the depositions will be printed in time for House 
action. Under the unwritten code of the House, 
the Clerk’s responsibility is to protect seated 
members. Moreover, the Mississippi challenge 
does not hare the sfipport of the House leader­ 
ship. 
THE FREEDOM PARTY in January demanded 
that the M ississippi delegation — Thomas Gt 
Abernethy (D), Jamie L. Whitten (D), John Bell 
Williams (D), and Prentiss Walker (R) -- not 
be seated. An attempt to block the oath-taking 
on Jan. 4 failed by a House vote of 276 to 149. 
However, seating of the Mississippians did not 
prevent further inquiry into their election. 
The depositions subsequently filed by 
the 
MFDP alleged “ conclusive evidence of of- 
fically inspired harassm ent” and “ admission 
of state officials of their participation in o r­ 
ganized racism ” in preventing Negroes from 
voting in 1964. The group alleges that 400,000 
M ississippi Negroes are excluded from the 
franchise. 
THAT AS MANY AS 149 REPRESENTATIVES 
would vote to delay the seating of the five Mis­ 
sissippians was hailed as a “ historic achieve­ 
ment” by Rep. William F. Ryan (D N.Y.), 
leader of the January liberal movement. But if 
a serious case against the Mississippians ever 
is pressed, precedent would call for 
a two- 
thirds majority vote before they could 
be 
unseated. 
Almost 20 years ago the Special Senate Cam­ 
paign 
Investigating 
Committee 
listened to 
similar charges against Sen. Theodore G. Bilbo 
of Mississippi, a self-admitted Ku Klux Klans- 
man, of inciting whites “ to commit acts of vio­ 
lence and intimidation against Negro voters” 
during his 1946 campaign for the Democratic 
Senatorial nomination. Bilbo recalled: “ I said 
the best way to keep a nigger away from the white 
Democratic primary was to see him the night 
before.” 
The move to deny Bilbo a Senate seat was com­ 
promised. Bilbo died on Aug. 21, 1947, without 
returning to the Senate. He would probably have 
been reelected to the Senate even if expelled; 
Bilbo thrived at home on opposition outside 
M ississippi.

awesome military power we possess and

desire to retreat into what historian Henry 
F. Graff of Columbia University calls “ neo­ 
isolationism.” 
For others, the disruptions and demands of 
social evolution at home breed disillusion­ 
ment with the American system, suspicion 
of neighbor and a longing to return to an 
individualistic independence that never existed. 
But America can neither abdicate its posi­ 
tion as leader and defender of the free world,

The State Department memo 
shows that in some countries 
China has made great progress 
by furnishing little more than 
pamphlets and movies on guer­ 
rilla warfare, but that in the 
emerging nations of Asia, Af­ 
rica and Latin America these 
documents are read as scrip­ 
ture by revolutionaries. 
To the more promising trou­ 
ble spots, the Chinese send 
“ technicians” and “ cultural at­ 
taches,” skilled in revolution. 
Chinese 
subversive training 
camps have been set up, for 
example, in Algeria, the Con­ 
go, and other African coun­ 
tries. 
The revolutionary training of 
Africans is directed by Chang 
Hsi-Jo, who formally heads the 
Cultural Commission’s foreign 
relations, and by Liu Chang- 
Sheng, whose official title is 
Secretary General of the Chin- 
ese-African 
Friendship 
As­ 
sociation. 
Instructors are trained in 
Peking’s 
Marxist - Leninist 
Institute, which is one of Red 
China’s most elite schools. The 
instructors are known to have 
taught 
guerrilla warfare and 
subversive tactics to revolu­ 


tionaries 
from 
Algeria, the 
Cameroun Republic, Colombia, 
Cuba, Kenya, Laos, Mozam­ 
bique, Niger, North Viet Nam, 
to Peru. 
Mao Tse-Tung’s agents are 
working like hornets in Africa, 
the Middle East andLatin Amer­ 
ica, partly because these areas 
are least populated and provide 
a potential overflow for China’s 
dense 700,000,000 population. 
—SECRET MILITARY 
ACTIVITY— 
From every pressure point 
on China’s border, intelligence 
reports tell of ominous mili­ 
tary activity. The Chinese are 
stepping up their agitation from 
South Korea, to Thailand, Ma­ 
laysia and Burma, whose ter­ 
rain and proximity make them 
vulnerable to Mao’s style of 
low-cost guerrila warfare.

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COLUMBIA — Another step 
in the battle with the soybean 
cyst nematode has been won, 
according to Emmett Pinnell, 
chairman, department of field 
crops at the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
That step is the release of 
Pickett, the first yellow-seeded 
soybean variety resistant to the 
cyst nematode. Hie release was 
made by the Crops Research 
Division of the Agricultural Re­ 
search 
Service, 
and Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Stations in 
Missouri, 
Arkansas, 
North 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Vir­ 
ginia. 
Pickett was developed by de­ 
partment 
of agriculture 
re­ 
searchers in cooperation with 
agricultural experiment 
sta­ 
tions in the states. 
Pinnell said that in Missouri, 
Arnold Matson, MU assistant 
professor of field crops sta­ 
tioned at Portagevllle, worked 
on development of the nema­ 
tode resistant soybean. The late 
Leonard 
F. Williams, 
as­ 
sociate professor of field crops 
on the Columbia campus, con­ 
tributed materially to the work. 
Pickett is the result of an 
intensive attempt to transfer 
the nematode resistance of the 
black-seeded Peking to a yel­ 
low-seeded variety adapted to 
the M ississippi River delta re­ 
gion. 
The task was complicated by 
the fact that cyst nematode 
resistance is closely linked to 
black seed coat color. The black 
seed coat color is undesirable 
from the standpoint of com­ 
m ercial use of soybeans. 
Pickett — the 
new 
Cyst 
nematode resistant soybean— 
compares favorably with Lee— 
a commonly grown soybean— 
with respect to yield. In Mis­ 
souri, on non-infested soil, Lee 
produced 37 bushels per acre. 
The yield from Pickett was 
32.3 bushels per acre. Both 
are late maturing varieties. 
About 18 acres of Pickett have 
been planted by field crops 
specialists in Missouri 
this 
year to increase seed. In 1966 
it will be distributed to regis­ 
tered seed growers in the state 
for further increase. Farm ers 
can expect to buy registered 
Pickett seed in 1967. 
Pinnell said, ‘‘Pickett is the 
first of several varieties which 
will come from agricultural 
laboraties with resistance to 
the nematode, one of the worst 
agricultural pests in the state. 
Pickett and future 
resistant 
varieties will make it possible 
to control spread of the cyst 
nematode, and may make pos­ 
sible its elimination 
within 
present areas. 
“ The cyst nematode has been 
responsible for thousands of 
dollars in crop losses in South­ 
east Missouri due to slashed 
soybean yields. The area has 
been under agricultural quaran­ 
tine to control the nematode.”

CHARLESTON — During the 
past week we have received 
questions from several farm ers 
about the use of a lay-by chem­ 
ical for cotton to help keep the 
field free of grass and weeds 
until harvest. 
We believe this practice will 
fit Into the program that many 
farm ers use and will reduce 
the chances of grassy cotton 
samples. The reduction In price 
of two or three grassy bales 
will pay the cost of applying a 
lay-by m aterial 
on several 
acres 
WHEN TO USE; A thorough 
cultivation of the cotton mid­ 
dle to destroy growing weeds 
and grasses recommended be­ 
fore use of layby chemical. 
Cotton should be 18 to 24 Inches 
tall at time of applying a layby 
treatment. Limbs and leaves on 
cotton at this height will give 
less interference when spray­ 
ing chemical from drill to drill. 
When chemical is applies to 
young 
cotton plants 
their 
shallow 
roots may take up 
enough chemical to cause in­ 
jury. 
WEEDS AND GRASSES CON­ 
TROLLED; 
Properly applied 
layby herbicides will control 
germinating annual weeds and 
grasses. Under favorable con­ 
ditions good control can be 
expected of annual 
morning 
glory, careless weed, water 
grass, crabgrass and seedling 
Johnsongrass. 
Established 
Johnsongrass, Bermuda grass 
and other perennial weeds and 
vines are not effectively con­ 
trolled with layby chemicals. 
LENGTH OF CONTROL; A 
good rain or an irrigation within 
10 days after chemical 
is 
applied is needed for best r e ­ 
sults. If rains occur later than 
10 days after application, some 
control may be expected but the 
effectiveness of the chemical 
will be reduced. Under favor­ 
able 
conditions weeds 
and 
grasses are controlled for as 
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long as 10 weeks. Properly 
treated fields often remain weed 
free to the end of the growing 
season. It does not reduce value 
of chemical to run insect ground 
sprayers in treated middles. 
RECOMMENDED MATERIAL: 
Use Diuron on such fields at 
1/2 to 1.0 lbs. active ingredient 
per acre on sandy loam soil 
and 1.0 to 1.5 lbs per acre 
on heavy clay soil. The spray 
applications should be made on 
weed-free soil following the 
last normal cultivation. Apply 
the spray in a manner that 
will give complete coverage of 
the row middles while direct­ 
ing the herbicide away from 
cotton plants. Irrigation to ac­ 
tivate the herbicide is recom ­ 
mended if rain does not fall 
within 10 days following tre a t­ 
ment. Soil residues following a 
diuron layby treatment may in­ 
jure fall seeded cover crops. It 
appears safe to follow lay-by 
diuron treatm ents with spring- 
seeded crops. 
DIURON LAY-BY REPEATED 
APPLICATION: Suggested for 
trial replacement of the diuron 
lay-by recommendation, 
this 
program consists of the re ­ 
peated use of the diuron plus 
surfactant recommendation to 
control late season weeds in 
cotton. Its advantages over the 
old diuron lay-by treatm ents 
are: (1) By splitting the tre a t­ 
ment rate into two or more 
applications, it is possible to 
reduce the cost and total chem­ 
ical residue in some years. 
(2) Because the diuron plus 
surfactant treatm ents can con­ 
trol small weeds, one or more 
cultivators can be eliminated 
and thus reduce cost and soil 
compaction.

MORLEY — Who was 
Sir 
Robert W. Beverley? 
Some of the answers have 
been disclosed. Many may go 
unanswered unless someone has 
documented proof of his life's 
history. 
What is true, however, is that 
there was a Sir Robert 
W. 
Beverley, who spent five years 
in and around Morley, and has 
been buried in the old grave­ 
yard at the north edge of the 
town. 
The story has it that he was 
an English nobleman, and came 
to America, around 1890. He had 
been in America for several 
years, and traveled the length 
of many railroad lines, before 
he reached Morley. This was his 
final home. 
Why he came to Morley was 
accidental but it was while he 
made his home here that 
he 
divulged a little of his back­ 
ground. A few remarks were 
passed 
on by those, who knew 
him, to their children. No of­ 
ficial letter or document has 
come to light. 
The late Lewis Hunter knew 
Sir Robert Beverley and re­ 
lated to his son, L. Ward Hunt­ 
er, who operates a garage, in­ 
formation that gives a partial 
account 
of the life of this 
widely traveled Englishman. 
He was once a high official 
in the British government. As to 
the exact office he held this has 
not been disclosed but it was 
learned that he had been de­ 
feated. To escape his political 
enemies, he sailed for Ameri­ 
ca, and brought with him only 
the material 
belongings that 
he could carry, and whatever 
wealth he was able to bring. 
It is known that he was fi­ 
nancially well off, as he lived 
for five years in the Majestic 
Hotel In Morley, enjoying com­ 
fort of the hostelry. It was 
learned that he had many deal­ 
ings with a bank in Chicago, 
111., where it is believed he had 
established a rather large ac­ 
count. 
How he came to remain In 
Morley, has been told by his 
close friends, long since de­ 
ceased. He traveled on many 
railroad lines, 
from the east 
coast to the Mississippi river, 
and would change from one to the 
other, in an effort to lose his 
identity from his former poli­ 
tical foes. 
He arrived here on the old 
St. Louis Iron Mountain (later 
the Frisco) and old Houck Rail­ 
road. He checked in the Majestic 
Hotel,

MORLEY — Who was 
Sir 
Robert W. Beverley? 
Some of the answers have 
been disclosed. Many may go 
unanswered unless someone has 
documented proof of his life's 
history. 
What is true, however, is that 
there was a Sir Robert 
W. 
Beverley, who spent five years 
in and around Morley, and has 
been burled in the old grave­ 
yard at the north edge of the 
town. 
The story has It that he was 
an English nobleman, and came 
to America, around 1890. He had 
been in America for several 
years, and traveled the length 
of many railroad lines, before 
he reached Morley. This was his 
final home. 
Why he came to Morley was 
accidental but It was while he 
made his home here that 
he 
divulged a little of his back­ 
ground. A few remarks were 
passed 
on by those, who knew 
him, to their children. No of­ 
ficial letter or document has 
come to light. 
The late Lewis Hunter knew 
Sir Robert Beverley and re­ 
lated to his son, L. Ward Hunt­ 
er, who operates a garage, in­ 
formation that gives a partial 
account 
of the life of this 
widely traveled Englishman. 
He was once a high official 
in the British government. As to 
the exact office he held this has 
not been disclosed but it was 
learned that he had been de­ 
feated. 
To escape his political 
enem ies, he sailed for Ameri­ 
ca, and brought with him only 
the material 
belongings that 
he could carry, and whatever 
wealth he was able to bring. 
It is known that he was fi­ 
nancially well off, as he lived 
for five years in the Majestic 
Hotel In Morley, enjoying com­ 
fort of the hostelry. It was 
learned that he had many deal­ 
ings with a bank in Chicago, 
111., where it is believed he had 
established a rather large ac­ 
count. 
How he came to remain in 
Morley, has been told by his 
close friends, long since de­ 
ceased. He traveled on many 
railroad lines, 
from the east 
coast to the M ississippi river, 
and would change from one to the 
other, in an effort to lose his 
identity from his former poli­ 
tical foes. 
He arrived here on the old 
St. Louis Iron Mountain (later 
the Frisco) and old Houck Rail­ 
road. He checked in the Majestic 
Hotel, 
which 
became 
his 
permanent and final home. 
Sir Robert, as he was known 
around Morley, and quite well 
by close friends, was tall, well 
dressed and a free spender. He 
had one weakness. Hew asafre­ 
quent visitor at places that 
served spirits, but he held the 
respect of townspeople 
who 
knew him. 
Who knows, Sir Robert 
may 
have been a member of parlia­ 
ment. 
Unless someone can come up 
with a conflicting version of 
the early background of Sir Rob­ 
ert in England, old citizens of 
this once largest city In Scott 
county, can claim to having a 
man of nobility burled In their 
own graveyard. 
The tombstone is proof that 
Sir Robert W. Beverley 
Is 
buried here, and reached the 
age of 74 years, one month 
and 22 days. The maker of the 
monument, 
James 
Douglas, 
Chester, 111., is also inscribed 
on the stone. 
Who was placed in charge of 
the burial, or what kind of a 
will was left by Sir Robert, may 
never be learned. 
If, however, anyone in the area 
can shed any light on this former 
citizen it would be welcome.

A FOURTH OF JULY IRONY 
Supporters of the Mississippi Freedom Dem­ 
ocrat Party assert that the House Administra­ 
tion Committee must act by Monday (July 5) 
on a challenge to the seating of the Mississippi 
House delegation elected in 1964. 
THE FOURTH OP' JULY is Independence Day 
in the United States and the Republic of the 
Philippines. It is the birthday anniversary of 
Calvin Coolidge (1872), Stephen Foster (1826), 
and Louis Armstrong (1900). By a trick of the 
calendar and the rules of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, it is deadline for action by the 
House Administration Committee on a challenge 
to the seating of the Mississippi House delega­ 
tion. 
For a number of reasons the committee will 
not act. House Clerk Ralph R. Roberts has 
been 
reluctant, to say the least, to print 
depositions submitted to him on May 17 by the 
Mississippi 
Freedom 
Democratic 
Party 
(MFDP). These in the normal course of events 
would be submitted to the Administration Com­ 
mittee, which would study the challenge and make 
recommendations to the full House. 
The MFDP and liberal Democrats, including 
the influential Democratic Study Group, have 
urged Roberts to print the 650 depositions -- 
running to more than 15,000 pages. Roberts on 
June 27 said he was “ still considering” how 
much to print of the depositions, most of which 
have been improperly drawn and did not meet 
the requirements for a contested election. Chal­ 
lenges are required to be acted upon 
by the 
committee within six months of the day the ses­ 
sion is convened. 
The betting on Capitol Hill is that few if any of 
the depositions will be printed in time for House 
action. Under the unwritten code of the House, 
the Clerk’s responsibility is to protect seated 
members. Moreover, the Mississippi challenge 
does not have the sipport of the House leader­ 
ship. 
THE FREEDOM PARTY in January demanded 
that the Mississippi delegation - - Thomas Gt 
Abernethy (D), Jamie L. Whitten (D), John Bell 
Williams (D), and Prentiss Walker (R) -- not 
be seated. An attempt to block the oath-taking 
on Jan. 4 failed by a House vote of 276 to 149. 
However, seating of the Mississippians did not 
prevent further inquiry into their election. 
The depositions subsequently filed by 
the 
MFDP alleged 
“ conclusive evidence of of- 
fically inspired harassm ent” and “ admission 
of state officials of their participation in o r­ 
ganized racism ” in preventing Negroes from 
voting in 1964. The group alleges that 400,000 
Mississippi Negroes are excluded from the 
franchise. 
THAT AS MANY AS 149 REPRESENTATIVES 
would vote to delay the seating of the five Mis­ 
sissippians was hailed as a “ historic achieve­ 
ment” by Rep. William F. Ryan (D N.Y.), 
leader of the January liberal movement. But if 
a serious case against the Mississippians ever 
is pressed, precedent would call for 
a two- 
thirds majority vote before they could 
be 
unseated. 
Almost 20 years ago the Special Senate Cam­ 
paign 
Investigating 
Committee 
listened to 
similar charges a g a in s* Sen. Theodore G . Bilbo 
of M ississippi, a self-admitted Ku Klux Kians- 
man, of inciting whitec “to commit acts of vio­ 
lence and intimidation against Negro voters” 
during his 1946 campaign for the Democratic 
Senatorial nomination. Bilbo recalled: “ I said 
the best way to keep a nigger away from the white 
Democratic primary was to see him the night 
before.” 
The move to deny Bilbo a Senate seat was com­ 
promised. Bilbo died on Aug. 21, 1947, without 
returning to the Senate. He would probably have 
been reelected to the Senate even if expelled; 
Bilbo thrived at home on opposition outside 
M ississippi.

For others, the disruptions and demands of 
social evolution at home breed disillusion­ 
ment with the American system, suspicion 
of neighbor and a longing to return to an 
individualistic independence that never existed. 
But America can neither abdicate its posi­ 
tion as leader and defender of the free world,

New York: — A bunch of the 
boys -- progressives,laborites 
and their newly allied liberal 
Republicans -- were up in Suite 
672 at the Hotel Astor the other 
Tuesday night. 
It was late. But they were not 
whooping it up. This is modern 
politics. There were children 
present -- all the way from 
seven to 17. 
Nor were the rooms smoke - 
filled either. Some of the po­ 
litical leaders had their staffs 
with them -- athletic fellows 
ranging all the way from 25 
to 33. It was all very pure and 
almost 
non - alcoholic. And 
realistic. And not so gay. And 
all very new. 
It had a touch of Kennedy- 
ism , almost. One kept expect­ 
ing 
the familiar, 
warming 
squeeze of the shoulder by the 
hand of one of “ them.” But 
this was not that sort of night 
in the suite of Liberal party 
and hat workers’ leader, Alex 
Rose, now making national po­ 
litical history. 
There was no familiar Ken­ 
nedy up in “ Alex’s” rooms. 
Neither was there Ted White. 
Just veteran labor tacticians 
and new Republicans. Without 
Ted White this could hardly be 
the first chapter in the Making 
of a President. 
It was merely the first “ vic­ 
tory” cocktail party thrown by 
the liberal labor leaders to 
America’s 
newest 
tousle- 
haired political profile, John 
Vliet Lindsay. En masse the

which

Ted White should have been 
there, even if the party would 
merely have turned into a book­ 
let called Making of a Mayor-- 
maybe. 


For, there in one hotel suite 
was the state of the union. The 
gathering had a message all its 
own -- for all labor, all busi­ 
nessmen, all politicos in all 
cities of the land. 
There in Suite 672 one could 
see the operation of the most 
powerful section of American 
labor -- its political arm. 
For, there -in an easy chair 
sat David Dubinsky, confidant 
of Presidents, who as one of 
American labor’s inner high 
command, knows full well that 


neither a union or a strike 
mean much if City Hall or the 
White House are in unfriendly 
hands. Or even in neutral hands. 
He is a realist. He knows, 
delightful goblin that he is, that 
charm does not count when one 
wants entree to the halls of 
power. You don’t get the White 
House or the governor’s execu­ 
tive chamber or the mayor’s 
inner sanctum on the phone 
unless you have votes in your 
hand, and that hand is willing 
to spend freely to electioneer 
at season time. 
That is why — as he told 
the Liberal party convention-- 
he quit the Socialist party back 
in the early thirties to join with 
Franklyn 
D. Roosevelt, 
The 
Socialist party isolated itself. 
It was sectarian. 
It became 
“ a miserable failure,” shouted 
the peppery petrel of the ladies' 
garment workers’ union. And 
that is why two decades ago he 
built the Liberal party. 
That is why he fought inside 
the labor-based New York State 
Liberal party to nominate John 
Lindsay, the neo-Republic an, 
for mayor -- though Dubinsky 
had met the candidate only once 
casually at a gathering four 
years ago. 
“ D. D.” did not know John 
Lindsay before the 
Tuesday 
night party. He does not really 
know him now. Theirs is a 
marriage of convenience. So 
they will be talking to each 
other and Dubinsky will unroll 
the machinery which fought for 
FDR and HST and JFK and LBJ. 
However, next year, and in 
1968, he and his party will be 
back in the old corner - - but 
he and “ Alex” will have some 
400,000 votes in their hands. 
Their knock on the White House 
door will sound loud and be 
welcomed. 
No one on the Democratic 
national team is upset, really. 
Dubinsky has heard from the 
White House. He has reason 
to believe Mr. Johnson still 
loves him -- and understands, 
too. 
The Democrats just happened 
to run out of the kind of can­ 
didates who could roll up a 
vote on the Liberal 
party- 
laborite line. There just are 
no local Hubert Humphreys or 
Bob Kennedys around. 
So the labor leaders took the 
next best fascim ile. He is John 
Lindsay. He happens to be a 
nominal Republican. He needs 
the labor vote. They need him.

There in Suite 672 one could 
see the operation of the most 
powerful section of American 
labor -- its political arm . 
For, there in an easy chair 
sat David Dubinsky, confidant 
of Presidents, who as one of

hands. Or even in neutral hands. 
He 
Is a realist. He knows, 
delightful goblin that he is, that 
charm does not count when one 
wants entree to the halls of 
power.

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COLUMBIA — Another step 
in the battle with the soybean 
cyst nematode has been won, 
according to Emmett Pinnell, 
chairman, department of field 
crops at the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
That step is the release of 
Pickett, the first yellow-seeded 
soybean variety resistant to the 
cyst nematode. The release was 
made by the Crops Research 
Division of the Agricultural Re­ 
search 
Service, 
and Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Stations in 
Missouri, 
Arkansas, 
North 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Vir­ 
ginia. 
Pickett was developed by de­ 
partment 
of agriculture 
re­ 
searchers In cooperation with 
agricultural experiment 
sta­ 
tions in the states. 
Pinnell said that in Missouri, 
Arnold Matson, MU assistant 
professor of field crops sta­ 
tioned at Portageville, worked 
on development of the nema­ 
tode resistant soybean. The late 
Leonard 
F. Williams, 
as­ 
sociate professor of field crops 
on the Columbia campus, con­ 
tributed materially to the work. 
Pickett is the result of an 
intensive attempt to transfer 
the nematode resistance of the 
black-seeded Peking to a yel­ 
low-seeded variety adapted to 
the Mississippi River delta re­ 
gion. 
The task was complicated by 
the fact that cyst nematode 
resistance is closely linked to 
black seed coat color. The black 
seed coat color is undesirable 
from the standpoint of com­ 
mercial use of soybeans. 
Pickett — the 
new 
Cyst 
nematode resistant soybean— 
compares favorably with Lee— 
a commonly grown soybean— 
with respect to yield. In Mis­ 
souri, on non-infested soil, Lee 
produced 37 bushels per acre. 
The yield from Pickett was 
32.3 bushels per acre. Both 
are late maturing varieties. 
About 18 acres of Pickett have 
been planted by field crops 
specialists in Missouri 
this 
year to increase seed. In 1966 
it will be distributed to regis­ 
tered seed growers in the state 
for further increase. Farmers 
can expect to buy registered 
Pickett seed in 1967. 
Pinnell said, “ Pickett is the 
first of several varieties which 
will come from agricultural 
laboraties with resistance to 
the nematode, one of the worst 
agricultural pests in the state. 
Pickett and future 
resistant 
varieties will make it possible 
to control spread of the cyst 
nematode, and may make pos­ 
sible its elimination 
within 
present areas. 
“ The cyst nematode has been 
responsible for thousands of 
dollars in crop losses in South­ 
east Missouri due to slashed 
soybean yields. The area has 
been under agricultural quaran­ 
tine to control the nematode.”

CHARLESTON — During the 
past week we have received 
questions from several farmers 
about the use of a lay-by chem­ 
ical for cotton to help keep the 
field free of grass and weeds 
until harvest. 
We believe this practice will 
fit into the program that many 
farmers use and will reduce 
the chances of grassy cotton 
samples. The reduction in price 
of two or three grassy bales 
will pay the cost of applying a 
lay-by material 
on several 
acres 
WHEN TO USE: A thorough 
cultivation of the cotton mid­ 
dle to destroy growing weeds 
and grasses recommended be­ 
fore use of layby chemical. 
Cotton should be 18 to 24 inches 
tall at time of applying a layby 
treatment. Limbs and leaves on 
cotton at this height will give 
less interference when spray­ 
ing chemical from drill to drill. 
When chemical is applies to 
young 
cotton plants 
their 
shallow 
roots may take up 
enough chemical to cause in­ 
jury. 
WEEDS AND GRASSES CON­ 
TROLLED: 
Properly applied 
layby herbicides will control 
germinating annual weeds and 
grasses. Under favorable con­ 
ditions good control can be 
expected of annual 
morning 
glory, careless weed, water 
grass, crabgrass and seedling 
Johnsongrass. 
Established 
Johnsongrass, Bermuda grass 
and other perennial weeds and 
vines are not effectively con­ 
trolled with layby chemicals. 
LENGTH OF CONTROL: A 
good rain or an Irrigation within 
10 days after chemical 
is 
applied is needed for best re ­ 
sults. If rains occur later than 
10 days after application, some 
control may be expected but the 
effectiveness of the chemical 
will be reduced. Under favor­ 
able 
conditions weeds 
and 
grasses are controlled for as 
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long as 10 weeks. Properly 
treated fields often remain weed 
free to the end of the growing 
season. It does not reduce value 
of chemical to run insect ground 
sprayers in treated middles. 
RECOMMENDED MATERIAL: 
Use Diuron on such fields at 
1/2 to 1.0 lbs. active ingredient 
per acre on sandy loam soil 
and 1.0 to 1.5 lbs per acre 
on heavy clay soil. Tlie spray 
applications should be made on 
weed-free soli following the 
last normal cultivation. Apply 
the spray in a manner that 
will give complete coverage of 
the row middles while direct­ 
ing the herbicide away from 
cotton plants. Irrigation to ac­ 
tivate the herbicide is recom­ 
mended if rain does not fall 
within 10 days following treat­ 
ment. Soil residues following a 
diuron layby treatment may in­ 
jure fall seeded cover crops. It 
appears safe to follow lay-by 
diuron treatments with spring- 
seeded crops. 
DIURON LAY-BY REPEATED 
APPLICATION: Suggested for 
trial replacement of the diuron 
lay-by recommendation, 
this 
program consists of the re ­ 
peated use of the diuron plus 
surfactant recommendation to 
control late season weeds in 
cotton. Its advantages over the 
old diuron lay-by treatments 
are: (1) By splitting the treat­ 
ment rate into two or more 
applications, it is possible to 
reduce the cost and total chem­ 
ical residue in some years. 
(2) Because the diuron plus 
surfactant treatments can con­ 
trol small weeds, one or more 
cultivators can be eliminated 
and thus reduce cost and soil 
compaction.

in the fall. 
One of the many features of 
the program in Hayti has been 
the numerous field trips in 
which the children were taken 
through facilities such as the 
post office, bank, city fire de­ 
partment, Northside Park zoo, 
and others. For many it was the 
first time they had been inside. 
A most impressive activity of 
the Hayti program was the par­ 
ticipation in the National Head 
Start Day on Wednesday in which 
a special flag identifying the 
program was presented 
to 
Mayor L. R. Bain, then raised 
beneath the American flagpn the 
flag pole on the city square by 
members of Hayti Boy Scout 
troop 95. The group of children 
and their teachers and volun­ 
teer helpers, 11 of each, in 
addition to parents, other city 
officials, program officials ^nd 
bffieF vo/ifnWeF workers, were 
present. 
Lloyd Phillips, 
Hayti high 
school student counselor, local 
co-ordlnator of the program, 
lauded the cooperation of many 
citizens who made Head Start 
possible.

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COLUMBIA — Another step 
In the battle with the soybean 
cyst nematode has been won, 
according to Emmett Plnnell, 
chairman, department of field 
crops at the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
That step is the release of 
Pickett, the first yellow-seeded 
soybean variety resistant to the 
cyst nematode. The release was 
made by the Crops Research 
Division of the Agricultural Re­ 
search 
Service, 
and 
Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Stations In 
Missouri, 
Arkansas, 
North 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Vir­ 
ginia. 
Pickett was developed by de­ 
partment 
of agriculture 
re­ 
searchers In cooperation with 
agricultural experiment 
sta­ 
tions In the states. 
Plnnell said that In Missouri. 
Arnold Matson, MU assistant 
professor of field crops sta­ 
tioned at Portageville, worked 
on development of the nema­ 
tode resistant soybean. The late 
Leonard 
F. Williams, 
as­ 
sociate professor of field crops 
on the Columbia campus, con­ 
tributed materially to the work. 
Pickett Is the result of an 
Intensive attempt to transfer 
the nematode resistance of the 
black-seeded Peking to a yel­ 
low-seeded variety adapted to 
the M ississippi River delta re­ 
gion. 
The task was complicated by 
the fact that cyst nematode 
resistance Is closely linked to 
black seed coat color. The black 
seed coat color Is undesirable 
from the standpoint of com­ 
m ercial use of soybeans. 
Pickett — the 
new 
Cyst 
nematode resistant soybean— 
compares favorably with Lee— 
a commonly grown soybean— 
with respect to yield. In Mis­ 
souri, on non-infested soil, Lee 
produced 37 bushels per acre. 
The yield from Pickett was 
32.3 bushels per acre. Both 
are late maturing varieties. 
About 18 acres of Pickett have 
been planted by field crops 
specialists In Missouri 
this 
year to increase seed. In 1966 
it will be distributed to regis­ 
tered seed growers in the state 
for further Increase. Farm ers 
can expect to buy registered 
Pickett seed In 1967. 
Plnnell said, “ Pickett Is the 
first of several varieties which 
will come from agricultural 
laboraties with resistance to 
the nematode, one of the worst 
agricultural pests in the state. 
Pickett and future 
resistant 
varieties will make it possible 
to control spread of the cyst 
nematode, and may make pos­ 
sible Its elimination 
within 
present areas. 
“ The cyst nematode has been 
responsible for thousands of 
dollars in crop losses In South­ 
east Missouri due to slashed 
soybean yields. The area has 
been under agricultural quaran­ 
tine to control the nematode,"

Freeze 
only fully ripe peaches. Select 
the best 
freezing containers 
your budget will allow. 
TIPS ON CARE. Sort peaches 
for ripeness when you buy in 
quantity. Use very ripe ones 
for eating. 
Firm , ripe ones 
may be used for canning and 
freezing. Soft or bruised fruit 
is good for peach Jam. Hold 
firm -ripe fruit at room tem­ 
perature until it ripens. 
Peel fresh peaches just be­ 
fore they are to be used to 
prevent darkening. Or, cover 
them with lemon, organze, or 
pineapple juice. 
RECIPES. A leaflet on peaches 
is 
available 
from your Uni­ 
versity Extension Center. It 
gives hints on how to buy and 
recipes for freezing and spicing 
peaches.

75 cwt., paid sparingly com­ 
pared with peaks of $25.00 a 
week ago and $18.35 a year ago. 
Sows late sold downward from 
$21.50.

the cattle 
department 
slaughter steers closed steady 
to 25? lower, instances 50? 
down, while heifers were weak 
to 50? reduced, some sales as 
much as $1 off. Steers over 
1050 lbs. and heifers over 850 
lbs. received the most depend­ 
able outlet, while those below 
these weights were the hardest 
to move each day.

Cotton plants fruited satisfac­ 
torily in most localities, ac­ 
cording to the Consumer and 
Marketing Service, U. S. D. A. 
Younger fields are putting on 
squares and show good poten­ 
tial. Beneficial showers were 
received in many localities dur­ 
ing the week. Insects were gen­ 
erally held under control with 
the use of insecticide programs. 
Farm ers are busy staying ahead 
of the weeds and grass and most 
fields are reported clean. 
Spot cotton trading remained 
slow. Sales decreased from a 
week earlier. Prices were fairly 
steady. Farm ers netted about 
$2.00 per bale for their equities. 
Demand was largely for Middl­ 
ing and lower grades, any sup­ 
ply of cotton was generally 
dominated by CCC loan equities 
and government stock cotton.

CHARLESTON -- During the 
past week we have received 
questions from several farmers 
about the use of a lay-by chem­ 
ical for cotton to help keep the 
field free of grass and weeds 
until harvest. 
We believe this practice will 
fit Into the program that many 
farm ers use and will reduce 
the chances of grassy cotton 
samples. The reduction in price 
of two or three grassy bales 
will pay the cost of applying a 
lay-by m aterial 
on several 
acres. 
WHEN TO USE: A thorough 
cultivation of the cotton mid­ 
dle to destroy growing weeds 
and grasses recommended be­ 
fore use of layby chemical. 
Cotton should be 18 to 24 inches 
tall at time of applying a layby 
treatm ent. Limbs and leaves on 
cotton at this height will give 
less interference when spray­ 
ing chemical from drill to drill. 
When chemical is applies to 
young 
cotton plants 
their 
shallow 
roots may take up 
enough chemical to cause in­ 
jury. 
WEEDS AND GRASSES CON­ 
TROLLED: 
Properly applied 
layby herbicides will control 
germinating annual weeds and 
grasses. Under favorable con­ 
ditions good control can be 
expected of annual 
morning 
glory, careless weed, water 
grass, crabgrass and seedling 
Johnsongrass. 
Established 
Johnsongrass, Bermuda grass 
and other perennial weeds and 
vines are not effectively con­ 
trolled with layby chemicals. 
LENGTH OF CONTROL: A 
good rain or an Irrigation within 
IO days after chemical 
is 
applied is needed for best re ­ 
sults. If rains occur later than 
IO days after application, some 
control may be expected but the 
effectiveness of the chemical 
will be reduced. Under favor­ 
able 
conditions weeds 
and 
grasses are controlled for as 
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long as 
IO weeks. Properly 
treated fields often remain weed 
free to the end of the growing 
season. It does not reduce value 
of chemical to run Insect ground 
sprayers in treated middles. 
RECOMMENDED MATERIAL: 
Use Dluron on such fields at 
1/2 to 1.0 lbs. active Ingredient 
per acre on sandy loam soil 
and 1.0 to 1.5 lbs per acre 
on heavy clay soil. The spray 
applications should be made on 
weed-free soil following the 
last normal cultivation. Apply 
the spray In a maimer that 
will give complete coverage of 
the row middles while direct­ 
ing the herbicide away from 
cotton plants. Irrigation to ac­ 
tivate the herbicide is recom ­ 
mended if rain does not fall 
within IO days following treat­ 
ment. Soil residues following a 
diuron layby treatment may in­ 
jure fall seeded cover crops. It 
appears safe to follow lay-b> 
diuron treatm ents with spring- 
seeded crops. 
DIURON LAY-BY REPEATED 
APPLICATION: Suggested for 
trial replacement of the diuron 
lay-by recommendation, 
this 
program consists of the re ­ 
peated use of the diuron plus 
surfactant recommendation to 
control late season weeds in 
cotton. Its advantages over the 
old diuron lay-by treatments 
are: (I) By splitting the treat­ 
ment rate into two or more 
applications, it is possible to 
reduce the cost and total chem­ 
ical residue in some years. 
(2) Because the diuron plus 
surfactant treatments can con­ 
trol small weeds, one or more 
cultivators can be eliminated 
and thus reduce cost and soil 
compaction.

Celebrates 
Its Own 
Freedom Day

The Williamsport Grit 
JERSEY SHORE, 
Pa. AT— 
Residents of this small river 
community will gather around 
an ancient elm Sunday to mark 
a most remarkable coincidence 
in American history. 
Beneath it, along the west 
bank of Little Pine Creek 23 
men wrote and signed their own 
declaration of freedom exactly 
189 years ago. It was the same 
day the now famous Declaration 
of Independence 
was 
being 
adopted at Philadelphia's Inde* 
>endence Hall. 
History records that these fair 
play men, as they were called 
assembled on July 4, 1776, to 
declare themselves Independent 
of Great Britain. They were not 
aware that the Continental Con­ 
gress was doing precisely the 
same thing In Philadelphia. 
They gathered under the Ti^» 
daghton Elm — so called for an 
area village — to hear their 
leaders renounce allegiance to 
the mother country. 
Their meeting ended in the 
drafting and signing by the 23 
men of a document which they 
called the Pine Creek Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Their story Is annually re­ 
called on the Fourth of July as 
part of Jersey Shore's Inde­ 
pendence Day celebration. *nie 
ceremony takes place under the 
same old elm, now drooping 
with heavily laden branches, Its 
trunk wounds filled with ce­ 
ment, and its branches wired to 
help it stand erect. 
The Pennsylvania Historical 
Society calls the Tladaghton 
Elm 500 years old and the oldest 
of its type in the East. 
According to legend the sign­ 
ers of the Pine Creek declara­ 
tion burled the original docu­ 
ment in a strongbox. 
Then, two of the group—Pat­ 
rick Gilflllan and Michael Quig­ 
ley Jr. — were chosen as dis­ 
patch riders to take a copy of 
the document to the seat of gov­ 
ernment In Philadelphia. 
The men left on horseback but 
were ambushed and robbed of 
all possessions by Indians. They 
escaped but then were arrested 
by Tories as spies. They again 
escaped and made their way tr 
Philadelphia. Arriving on Jul: 
10, the pair learned oftheothei 
declaration. 
The men then returned to their 
valley to urge the other settlers 
of the fair play system to take 
up the fight for freedom. 
The original 18th century Pine 
Creek Declaration of Independ­ 
ence was lost when Indians and 
Tories burned Fort Horn.

closer ties among Christians. 
It would be the first trip by 
the head of Roman Catholicism 
to this continent. 
The Pope would be "received 
very warmly in America by all 
men of good will," said the Rev. 
Dr. James I. McCord, president 
of Princeton Seminary and head 
of 
a 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church - Unity Commission. 
Such a visit, he said, would be 
"a dramatic indication not only 
of the Vatican’s Interest ir 
peace, but also of the new ecu­ 
menical spirit which prevails 
throughout all Christendom to­ 
day." 
Likelihood of the trip, ru­ 
mored for nearly a month, has 
been Increasingly indicated by 
statements both at the Vatican 
and the United Nations. Vatican 
sources said Friday the Pope 
had been invited to address the 
U. N. General Assembly and 
may accept. 
The Rev. Dr. Franklin Clark 
Fry, president of the Lutheran 
Church In America and chair­ 
man of the Central Committee 
of the World Council of Church­ 
es, said: 
"I am confident that Protes­ 
tant leaders would gladly re­ 
spond in Christian friendship 
In aU ways open to them during 
such a visit. 
"Anything that furthers mu­ 
tual Christian acquaintance and 
friendship is definitely an asset 
In the ecumenical movement." 
The Rev. Dr. Edwin Espy, a 
Baptist, and general secretary 
of the National Council 
of; 
Churches, which Includes most' 
of the nation's major Protestant 
and Orthodox denominations, 
said: 
"An appeal before the United 
Nations General Assembly by 
Pope Paul VI would be a strong 
public testimony to the aspira­ 
tions of all Christian peoples for 
peace on earth. 
"At a time when Christians 
are 
drawing closer to one 
another, they ought to 
en­ 
courage the people and nations 
In every way possible to discuss 
their differences." 
Reports have indicated that 
the trip, of five or six days du­ 
ration, would be made when the 
U.S. Assembly Is in progress, 
and that the Pope would make a 
major appeal for negotiations 
and disarmament. 
"It would certainly represent 
the growing Christian dialogue 
with the world, and the concern 
not merely of Roman Catholics 
but of all Christians with the 
great issues lying before man­ 
kind of world peace and world 
hunger," said Peter Day, ecu­ 
menical officer of the Episcopal 
Church.

It was the same 
day the now famous Declaration 
of Independence 
was

History records that these fair 
play men, as they were callet^ 
assembled 
on July 4, 1776, to 
declare themselves independent 
of Great Britain. They were not 
aware that the Continental Con­ 
gress was doing precisely the 
same thing in Philadelphia. 
They gathered under the Tla*» 
daghton Elm — so called for an 
area village — to hear their 
leaders renounce allegiance to 
the mother country. 
Their meeting ended in the 
drafting and signing by the 23 
men of a document which they 
called the Pine Creek Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Their story Is annually re­ 
called on the Fourth of July as 
part of Jersey Shore's Inde­ 
pendence Day celebration. ITie 
ceremony takes place under the 
same old elm, now drooping 
with heavily laden branches, Its 
trunk wounds fUled with ce­ 
ment, and Its branches wired to 
help it stand erect. 
The Pennsylvania Historical 
Society calls the Tiadaghton 
Elm 500 years old and the oldest 
of its type in the East. 
According to legend the sign­ 
ers of the Pine Creek declara­ 
tion buried the original docu­ 
ment in a strongbox. 
Then, two of the group—Pat­ 
rick Gilflllan and Michael Quig­ 
ley J r . — were chosen as dis­ 
patch riders to take a copy of 
the document to the seat of gov­ 
ernment in Philadelphia. 
The men left on horseback but 
were ambushed and robbed of 
all possessions by Indians. They 
escaped but then were arrested 
by Tories as spies. They again 
escaped and made their way tr 
Philadelphia. Arriving on Jul; 
IO, the pair learned oftheothei 
declaration. 
The men then returned to their 
valley to urge the other settlers 
of the fair play system to take 
up the fight for freedom. 
The original 18th century Pine 
Creek Declaration of Independ­ 
ence was lost when Indians and 
Tories burned Fort Horn.

American 
church leaders today 
hailed 
the prospect of a visit by Pope 
Paul VI to the United States 
this fall as an opportunity for 
strengthening the trend toward 
closer ties among Christians. 
It would be the first trip by 
the head of Roman Catholicism 
to this continent. 
The Pope would be "received 
very warmly in America by all 
men of good will," said the Rev. 
Dr. James I. McCord, president 
of Princeton Seminary and head 
of 
a 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church - Unity Commission. 
Such a visit, he said, would be 
"a dramatic indication not only 
of the Vatican's 
interest 
lr 
peace, but also of the new ecu­ 
menical spirit which prevails 
throughout all Christendom to­ 
day." 
Likelihood of the trip, ru ­ 
mored for nearly a month, has 
been increasingly indicated by 
statements both at the Vatican 
and the United Nations. Vatican 
sources said Friday the Pope 
had been invited to address the 
U. N. General Assembly 
and 
may accept. 
The Rev. Dr. Franklin Clark 
Fry, president of the Lutheran 
Church in America and chair­ 
man of the Central Committee 
of the World Council of Church­ 
es, said: 
" I am confident that Protes­ 
tant leaders would gladly re ­ 
spond in Christian friendship 
in all ways open to them during 
such a visit. 
"Anything that furthers m u­ 
tual Christian acquaintance and 
friendship is definitely an asset 
In the ecumenical movement." 
The Rev. Dr. Edwin Espy, a 
Baptist, and general secretary 
of the National Council 
ofj 
Churches, which includes most 
of the nation's major Protestant 
and 
Orthodox denominations, 
said: 
"An appeal before the United 
Nations General Assembly by 
Pope Paul VI would be a strong 
public testimony to the aspira­ 
tions of all Christian peoples for 
peace on earth. 
"A t a time when Christians 
are 
drawing 
closer to one 
another, they ought to 
en­ 
courage the people and nations 
in every way possible to discuss 
their differences." 
Reports have indicated that 
the trip, of five or six days du­ 
ration, would be made when the 
U.S. Assembly is in progress, 
and that the Pope would make a 
major appeal for negotiations 
and disarmament. 
"It would certainly represent 
the growing Christian dialogue 
with the world, and the concern 
not merely of Roman Catholics 
but of all Christians with the 
great issues lying before man­ 
kind of world peace and world 
hunger," said Peter Day, ecu­ 
menical officer of the Episcopal 
Church. 
He added that it also "is to 
be hoped" that the trip would 
reinforce steps by the U.S. 
Catholic Bishop 
Ecumenical 
Affairs Office for direct con­ 
versations 
between 
Roman 
Catholicism 
and 
other 
churches. 
The Rev. John B. Sheerin, 
editor of the Catholic World, 
said the visit would be an im ­ 
portant manifestation of 
the 
church's new efforts for "d ia ­ 
logue with the modern world." 
Dr. Paul Empie, 
executive 
secretary of the National Lu­ 
theran Council, voiced hope that 
Pope Paul's agenda would allow 
for 
meeting a "cross-section 
of church leaders in America. 
It would give further impetus to 
the fresh understandings 
and 
developing relationships 
be­ 
tween 
Roman 
Catholics and 
other Christian churches." 
It would be the Pope's third 
trip out of Italy. He has visited 
the Holy Land and India.
